DONALD BRADLEY was appointed to the Newark Municipal Council in January 1989, by a 
special Council vote, to succeed South Ward Councilman Donald M. Payne. After successfully 
winning re-election in the 1990 Municipal Election, he served as President of the Newark

Councilman Bradley has been a teacher and recreation specialist with the Newark Board of 
Education for over 30 years. Born and raised in Newark, he is a graduate of West Side High 
School where he was an all-city, all-county basketball player and cross country runner. He left 
Newark to attend Winston Salem State University, where he played varsity basketball, as well as 
serving a tour of duty with the United States Air Force. While attending Winston Salem State 
University, he served as President of the NAACP College Chapter from 1959-1960, During this 
time, he successfully lead numerous sit-in demonstrations against Segregation in restaurants, 
luncheons and movie theaters. 


As a Newark resident, Councilman Bradley is active in many community based social and political 
organizations. He began his public service career as a Program Director for the Salvation Army 
and the Summer Youth Employment Program. He has worked for the Newark Board of 
Education coordinating the After School Recreation Program and the Project Fear Program. 
Councilman Bradley was Director of Recreation of the Chancellor Avenue School Annex and a 
teacher at Robert Treat Elementary School and Sussex Avenue School. In addition to his work as 
an educator, he has considerable experience as a drug counselor. Prior to joining the Municipal 
Council he was a Substance Abuse Coordinator for Barringer Preparatory School. 


His leadership role in several organizations is indicative of his position in the community. He is the 
former President of the Weequahic High School P.T.S.A., and former Executive Director of the 
Weequahic Father's Club, both being South Ward organizations. He is the former Youth 
Coordinator of the New Jersey State Baptist Convention and Vice Chairman of the Board of 
Concerned Citizens at the University of Medicine and Dentistry of New Jersey. He has been 
instrumental in establishing recreation programs at five different sites throughout the City of 
‘Newark, and he is one of the founding fathers of the South Ward Cultural Center, which 
provides a recreation program and nurturing environment for youth. In addition, he is a member 
of the Parent Council on Drug Abuse, the Task Force on Teen Pregnancy, the Newark Teacher's 
Union, the Newark Paddle Ball Association and the North Jersey Industrial Arts Association. 


Councilman Bradley is also a very spiritiual being. He is an active member of the First Baptist 
Church of Nutley, where he is a Sunday School Teacher. This involvement keeps him in touch 


with the lives of many young people on a spiritual level.
